The position of Public Health Nurse (PHN) is a full time position in the Communicable Disease Prevention and Control
(CDPC) Division of the Department of Public Health, and is primarily assigned to the Immunization Program. The current
vacancy is for a nurse who will be scheduled to work 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. on Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, and Friday, and 10
a.m. to 7 p.m. on Wednesday.
